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TROUBLE IN THE OIL INDUSTRY 
Th e oil indu stry is one of ou r cou ntry ’s great­ 
est indu stries y et it continu es to su ffer in th e 
doldru ms of internal trou bles. Ov er produ ction 
and su b-norm al profits h av e th e progress of th e 
indu stry firmly w ith in th eir grasp. And it seems 
th a t ev ery time th a t th ere are signs of it getting 
ou t of th e mire, someth ing comes along and 
pu sh es it down again. 
Radical steps were taken last spring to cu rtail 
produ ction and a su bstantial improv ement was 
registered in th e early su mmer reports of th e 
v ariou s large companies. Howev er, du ring th e 
th ird qu arter — th e period in wh ich th e dem and 
for gasoline is h eav iest — an u nfav orable factor 
began to make itself ev ident. T h at was th e fact 
th a t alth ou gh cru de oil produ ction h ad been cu t 
down, ou tpu t of refineries was not being cu r­ 
tailed. 
Th e dem and for gasoline du ring th e past su m ­ 
m er m onth s was not u p to form er y ears and th e 
constantly growing stock of gasoline at refiner­ 
ies constitu ted a new menace to th e stability 
of th e indu stry wh ich h ad been brou gh t abou t 
su ch a sh ort time before. 
Th e refineries finally realized th e seriou sness 
of th e situ ation and set limits to th e am ou nt of 
gasoline produ ction bu t by th a t time th e most 
activ e part of th e season h ad passed and with it 
th e most profitable part of th e y ear for money 
making. 
Fu rth er drastic cu ts h av e been made in cru de 
oil produ ction lately and as a resu lt some of th e 
big oil companies h av e raised th eir prices for 
cru de oil. O th ers h av e not, so th a t situ ation h as 
become most complicated. 
So long as th ese v ariou s contradictory ele­ 
m ents prev ail along with oth er internal trou bles 
th e oil indu stry will not prosper, wh ereas, it 
m igh t be a leader in th e m arch back to better 
times. It is sincerely h oped th a t th e trou ble will 
be remedied in a satisfactory m anner for th is 
great indu stry h as long been looked to as a bu si­ 
ness barometer. 


all soldiers wh o h ad serv ed u nder W ash ington 
come to th e capital, each depositing a sh ov elfu l 
of earth in a designated spot. Th e appeal prov ed 
popu lar and was seriou sly considered u ntil it 
was pointed ou t m ath em atically th a t before th e 
memorial cou ld be near completed th e Rev olu ­ 
tionary v eterans wou ld be dead. 
As late as 1836, after Congress and committees 
h ad qu ibbled and argu ed for 50 y ears w ith ou t 
any action, th e plan for a series of py ramided 
temples was proposed. It was th is plan th a t h ad 
been agreed u pon wh en Joh n M arsh all, th en 80 
y ears old, h eaded a national society , members 
contribu ting $1 each toward th e m onu ment. 
Bu t not u ntil Ju ly 4, 1848, was th e cornerstone 
actu ally laid. By th a t tim e th e plans h ad been 
rev ised u ntil th e present sh aft was agreed u pon, 
alth ou gh a Grecian temple to be erected arou nd 
th e base was still a part of th e bu ilders’ con­ 
ception. 
After th e sh aft h ad been raised to 154 feet, 
th e Civ il W ar came and constru ction was h alted 
and was not resu med u ntil 1880, u nder th e au s­ 
pices of Congress. Th e capstone, weigh ing 13,000 
pou nds and pointed with alu m inu m , 555 feet 
from th e grou nd, finally was set in place in 1884. 


PLANS CHANGED MANY TIMES 
It is a fact, alth ou gh few people know it, th at 
W ash ington’s m onu m ent was first planned to be 
a tomb for W ash ington, and th at it was to be 
a gigantic earth en mou nd in th e sh ape of th e 
Egy ptian py ramids. 
Th e proposal to erect th e m onu m ent as a tomb 
was made by a Congressional committee wh ich 
lau nch ed th e project immediately after W ash ­ 
ington’s death . Permission to remov e th e body 
from its bu rial place at Mt. Vernon was refu sed 
by th e general’s broth er. 
Ch arles Cu stis, a leader in th e mov ement, pro­ 
posed th e earth en py ramid. His plan was to h av e

In 19*i6, with a little 
band of citizens—ably assisted by 
the late Mrs. Juliet V. Strauss, 
beloved Hoosier writer—he ob­ 
tained public subscriptions and 
saved Turkey Run from the lum­ 
ber interests. The beginning of 
state parks was instrumental in 
creating the conservation de­ 
partment. Mr. Lieber’s conserva­ 
tion work has brought fame to 
Indiana. He has been honored 
nationally by election as presi­ 
dent of The National Conference 
on State Parks. With Mr. Wal­ 
lace, ardent and militant con­ 
servationist, he perfected 
the 
Ohio Valley Regional Confer­ 
ence on State Parks, which aided 
nearly a dozen states of the mid­ 
dle west to extend their park and 
forestry programs. Mr. Lieber in­ 
jected into his department thir­ 
teen years ago the policy of co­ 
ordinated offices, bureaus and 
commissions, 
and 
established 
that the tax dollar can be made 
to produce more in return than 
even the private dollar in com­ 
merce.
